Russell Kelly first got involved in 
creating a memorial to the Canadian 
soldiers killed in Afghanistan back in 

A store owner in Angus had been 
posting the photographs of soldiers 
killed during the conflict, but was 
looking for public assistance, to create 
a more lasting memorial. 


Kelly, a member of the Tottenham 
Legion Branch 329, stepped up. He 
helped to create the name plaques for 
a memorial board that now resides at 
Base Borden - but found, at the end of 
the process, that it wasn't enough. 

“The process had definitely left its 
mark on me - the faces and names 
of these young Canadians," Kelly 


said. He went on to create other 
Afghanistan Memorial Boards, 
displaying the faces and names of all 
158 Canadians killed in the conflict. 

On November 3, he presented a 
Memorial Board to the Bradford 
Legion, in honour of one of those 
young Canadians: Bradford resident,

Payment Agreement with residential 
developers - an agreement that would 
release units of water allocation 
to developers, in exchange for a 
commitment to “up-front” the capital 
costs of growth-related infrastructure. 

But instead of the endorsement 
requested by staff, Council voted 
to receive the document - with one 
Councillor claiming the Agreement 
spells "financial suicide” for the 

Town Manager Jay Currier presented 
details of the "fairly complex" 
agreement, which took over 2 years 
to negotiate. “I’m sure you wondered 
if we would ever reach a conclusion,” 
Currier said. “We had a couple of false 
starts. It’s been an arduous process on 
both sides.” 

Through the agreement, the 
Residential developers will finance 
the “Benefit to Existing” portion of 
new roads, water and wastewater 
infrastructure that, under the 
Development Charges Act, would 
normally be paid by taxpayers - 
and finance the Non-Residential 
component of costs, to reduce the 


maintaining a rate of development 
that would provide a steady source of 
Development Charge income for the 
municipality. 

In return, the developers asked for 
the immediate release of the 2,071 
units of water allocation “borrowed” 
from the Town of Innisfil - and 
the repayment ofboth the $11.7 
Innisfil WTP pre-payment, and Non- 
residential Development Charges, of 
$16,192 million for Roads and related; 
$28,156 million for Water, and $9.55 
million for Wastewater infrastructure. 

The agreement would see the Innisfil 
money paid back in 2018, and the 
Non-residential portion paid back 
by 2023. "As the Town receives those 
Development Charges from Non- 
residential (Industrial/commercial) 
we would flow them back to the 
developers who originally financed 
those infrastructure components,” 
Currier said. DCs from Residential 
will partly cover repayment, but he 
warned that the Town would need to 
aggressively pursue the marketing of 
the Hwy. 400 employment lands. 

It was the repayment schedule

"We’re putting too much emphasis 
on the 400 (employment) lands. 

That’s not going to happen. Ten 
years from now Ontario’s just going 
to be a consuming province," he 
said, suggesting that the province 
will continue to lose manufacturing 
and industrial capacity. "It’s going to 
Mexico, it’s going to China.” 

Simpson told Councillors to “forget 
about the 400 lands" and just build 
residential units in Bradford. “We can 
come up with 1,000 lots in the urban 
area of Bradford next week... We don’t 
have to go to Bond Head. We don't 
have to build the 400 lands. I don't see 
any industrial built along that highway 
in 10 years. The Town is really going to 
be on the hook. It’s financial suicide 
for the Town.” 

Noting that "in Barrie they’re tearing 
down Industrial,” he said, “This is 
gambling. We are not allowed to 
gamble in Council. I cannot support 
this. That 10 year horizon, it'll come 
up real fast." 

Councillor Del Crake disagreed. “It 
appears to me to be a rational, well- 
thought-out plan,” he insisted. “The 
future holds risks. We all know the 
future holds risks.... I don’t see an 
alternative to this." Without an Early 
Payment Agreement, Crake said, 

“we would lose the interchange (at 
the 5th Line), the roads required, 


them the allocation, let them build 
out and leave” -1 don’t share that 
vision,” White said. “This is why it took 
two and a half years... We could have 
had the Early Payment Agreement 
month if we had only dealt with 


He argued that the Agreement 
provided the means to move forward. 
“The 400 will either never be serviced, 
or it will be serviced now. This 
presents an enormous opportunity 
for us. Don’t buy into the doom and 
gloom. Have guts.” 

Currier noted that some of the 
comments from Council seemed to 
challenge the Town’s own Official 
Plan, which designates employment 
lands along the 400, and residential 
development in Bond Head. 

“If Council is of the view that we’ve 
got it wrong in terms of industrial, 
then you don’t want this Early 
Payment Agreement," he said bluntly; 
but if Council wants to see the 400 
lands developed, “you won’t get a 
better agreement. This agreement, I 
am confident, is the best opportunity 
you'll have to develop the 400 lands.” 

Council voted to receive the 
agreement, and make a decision only 
after receiving additional information, 
including a printed version of the 
report and a benefit/cost analysis of 
development at Hwy. 400.

Premier visits the Holland Marsh 



An estimated 200 people RSYP’d, for an 
opportunity to meet Ontario Premier Kathleen 
Wynne at a Reception hosted by the York-Simcoe 
Provincial Liberal Association, November 1 at 
the Holland Marsh Winery in King Twp. 

The event attracted not only Liberal supporters, 
but local politicians of all stripes, as well as 
farmers, ordinary residents and community 
leaders, interested in hearing Wynne comment, 
both as Premier of Ontario, and Minister of 
Agriculture and Food. 

Wynne - who earlier in the day opened the 91st 
annual Royal Agricultural Winter Fair - spoke 
about the importance of York-Simcoe and the 
Holland Marsh. 

“This is one of the communities that really 
brings country and city together," she said, 
noting that both urban and rural residents 
have die same aspiradons. “You want your 
children to succeed, you want your parents and 
grandparents to be taken care of, you want the 
land to be taken care of... We’ve got to realize 
that we are inter-connected. The food grown in 
the Holland Marsh feeds peoples in cities." 

While issues may differ, Wynne said, the 
aspiradons and needs are the same across the 
province, and to meet the needs of all Ontarians, 
“it is critical at this juncture that we play the long 
game,” investing for the future and focusing on 
long-term goals, rather than the next election. 

Among those “long-term" investments: 
Education, training, and a review of the Canada 
Pension Plan, to ensure a “decent retirement for 
our kids and grandchildren. That’s not a short¬ 
term discussion. That’s a long-term discussion.” 


Wynne also spoke of the need to make 
investments in infrastructure, especially bridges 
and wastewater treatment plants. “That’s not 
too sexy,” she admitted, but necessary. “The 
economic viability of small towns is threatened 
because we haven’t made the investments in 
infrastructure.” 

Wynne told the gathering, "We have to make 
those investments - and that’s across the whole 
country,” noting that there is a need to not only 
repair aging infrastructure, but to build new 
infrastructure to promote economic growth, and 
develop a strategy that involves “investing in 
people, investing In infrastructure, and investing 
in a business climate.” 

And while her government is looking at 
eliminating the deficit by 2017-18, she said, 
simply limiting spending won’t provide the kind 
of economic growth, in sectors that include Agri- 
Food, that Ontario needs. “We have to make the 
strategic investments," Wynne said, promising 
a new economic statement on November 7, to 
"light that fire under the economy.” 

Wynne also took responsibility for some 
of the controversial decisions of the Liberal 
government. Asked about the state of the horse¬ 
racing industry by Lt.-Col. (retired) Susan 
Beharriell of King City, Wynne said flatly, "The 
decisions about the horse-racing industry were 
not well thought-out... We knew there had to be 
more money put into the horse-racing industry." 
She said that her government has committed 
$400 million over the next 5 years, and will 
continue to work with the racetracks to come up 
with a plan for a sustainable racing sector. “I am 
optimistic,” she said. 

And Wynne was asked how the cost of 
cancelling the Oakville gas-fired peaker plant 
could have ballooned to "$1 Billion.” 

Wynne responded that the Liberals have 
successfully built 21 gas-fired “peaker" power 
plants - but the two plants, in Mississauga and 
Oakville, were badly sited. 

"There was not enough work done in the 
community,” Wynne said, pointing out that all 
of Parties in the legislature were unanimous in 
opposing the location of the two plants. 

“The Auditor General had some very harsh 
things to say,” the Premier admitted. “I know 
those decisions were not made in the way they 
should have been. I know there should have 
been a better process in place - and there will be 
a better process in place," she promised. 

Wynne also circulated, greeting members of the 
public and posing for photos, and congratulating 
the York-Simcoe Provincial Liberal Association 
for hosting a successful event.

said Town Manager Jay Currier. 

Only one expression of interest was 
received, from Johnvince Foods, for 
the lands at the southeast comer of 
Holland St. West and Holland Court. 

Johnvince Foods has now partnered 
with The Cortel Group, and on

The Special Meeting of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury Council on 
November 4 dealt with 2 “Strategic 
Priorities" identified by Council. 

The first half of the meeting saw the 
presentation of the third Residential 
Developers’ Early Payment Agreement 
- which Council received, but did not 
endorse. 

The second half saw a presentation of 
two options for a new Administration 
Centre for the Town - proposals that 
would unite all departments under 
a single roof for the first time since 
amalgamation in 1991. 

In 2008, Council approved a “Civic

Scary decisions... 


Bradford West Gwillimbury Council 
chose a funny time to get cold feet. 

After working hard to get approval 
of employment lands along Highway 
400, maintain a relatively compact 
urban footprint for both Bradford 
and Bond Head (just look at Barrie, 
by comparison), and secure promises 
of provincial and County funding for 
projects like the 5th Line interchange. 
Council baulked at signing the Early 
Payment Agreement with developers 
that would have seen the Residential 
Developers pay up-front costs - 
including about $65 million in costs 
that are not attributable to their own 
development needs. 

The developers involved were 
persuaded to not only up-front 
their own costs but also InnisfiTs 
immediate share of the water 
treatment plant (as per BWG's water¬ 
sharing agreement with Innisfil), 
the Non-Residential portion, and 
“Benefit to Existing” - in other words, 
taxpayers’ share. 


The sticking point: The Town 
commits to paying back about $65 
million of that within 10 years. 

It's a big scary number - but unless 
we’ve misunderstood the information 
presented, the Town should be able to 
collect enough through Development 
Charges over the next ten years to 
offset the cost and lower borrowing. 
And there is potential for development 
at the 400 - not just Tormont, but a 
convention centre and hotel, and 
potentially, a new Food Hub for Simcoe 
County - if the Town aggressively 
pursues the opportunities. Without 
the developers’ dollars, none of that 
is possible. The Town’s borrowing 
capacity will never be big enough to go 
it alone. 

So, the Early Payment Agreement 
doesn’t worry us that much. What 
terrifies us is the proposal for a $32- 
$34 million Administration Centre. 
Admin Centres are not eligible for 
Development Charges; all of that cost 
would have to come from taxpayers.

Eradicating Polio 

To the editor: We are extremely close to 
making history by eliminating one of the 
world’s most devastating diseases: Polio. 

The global effort to eradicate polio 
demonstrates the tremendous impact of 
immunization. The number of new polio cases, 


a disease that once paralyzed more than 1,000 
children every day, has dropped more than 
99% since the 1990s. 

There are fewer cases in fewer places than 
ever before, and only 3 countries - Nigeria, 
Afghanistan and Pakistan - have never stopped 
transmission of the wild poliovirus. 

However, a funding gap means immunization 
campaigns are being cut in high-risk countries, 
leaving children more vulnerable to polio. If 
polio isn't stopped now, the disease could 
stage a comeback, affecting an estimated 
200,000 children every year. 

Rotary, a humanitarian service organization 
with nearly 34,000 clubs in more than 200 
countries and geographical areas, made polio 
eradication its top priority in 1985. Rotary 
has since contributed $1.2 Billion US, and its 
members have logged countless volunteer 
hours to help immunize more than 2 billion 
children in 122 countries. 

If we can eliminate polio from the planet, 
dozens of other diseases could follow. This 
is an historic and meaningful moment. In 
recognition of this ongoing initiative, October 
24 was designated as World Polio Day. 

As the world stands on the verge of victory 
over polio, it is important to recognize that 
amazing things can happen when forces join 
together for a common good. Your readers can 
join the fight to end polio now by visiting www. 
endpolionow.org Once eradicated, polio will 
join smallpox as one of only two diseases ever 
eliminated. And the volunteers of Rotary will 
continue their humanitarian work, living up to 
the motto, "Service above Self.”

Notice of Transit Stop Construction 

The purpose of this letter is to advise you of the construction of transit stops on your street 
in preparation for the launch of Bradford West Gwillimbury’s new Transit System. 


| Background! In October 2012 Council approved the implementation of transit to serve the needs of the community. Public meetings were held on June 21,2012 and 
August 17,2012 to review the routes and March 11,2013 Council approved the routes. Subsequently, stop locations have been identified to access 
neighborhoods, schools and commercial areas. The transit system is expected to start operating in Spring, 2014. The construction of the stops will start 
this year and continue into next Spring. 


| faq’s | What kind of buses will be used? 

Transit service will be provided by two low floor (no step) 
community buses. The buses are similar to the size used 
by hotels and parking lots at airports (e.g. the Park N Fly 
shuttle) and a sample is shown. They are 26 feet long, seat 
approximately 19 people, can accommodate two wheelchairs 
and are equipped with ramps for accessibility. 

What work is required to build the 
stops? 

The stop involves the construction of a hard surface that 
will connect the curb to the sidewalk and a post and sign 
to identify the bus stop. The construction will involve 
digging up a small section of the boulevard, placement 
of gravel and paving with concrete. All of these stops will 
be located on the Town’s property. On local residential 
roads, the pad will be approximately 2m X 3m and will 
have a concrete surface. On Holland street, where more 
use is expected, they will be 3m X 6.5 m. 


How were stop locations selected? 

Careful consideration was given to the stop locations taking 
into account safety, proper spacing, distance to adjacent uses, 
physical space and visibility. Every effort has been made 
to minimize the impact of the stop location for residents and 
businesses. Generally, stop locations have been chosen 
on side lots or near intersections. The stop locations are 
shown on the back of this page.

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Little Free Library comes to Bradford 


It looks like an oversized bird house, 
but it’s filled with books instead of 
birds - incubating a love of reading, by 
encouraging neighbours to pick up a 
book to borrow, or drop off a favourite 
volume to share with others. 

It’s a "Little Free Library 1 ; an idea 
launched by a former teacher, that has 
gone global. 

Todd Bol of Hudson, Wisconsin, 
created the first Litde Free Library 
in 2009 in honour of his 
mother. The model of a 
one-room schoolhouse was 
perched atop a post in his 
front yard, and filled with 
favourite books that could 
be borrowed and returned 
or replaced at random. 

He was inspired by the 
“Take a Book, Leave a Book" 
program in coffee shops 
and other public places, but 
also by Andrew Carnegie, 
who built 2,509 free libraries 
around the world, in the 19th and 
early 20th centuries. Bol's original 
goal was to promote literacy and a 
love of reading by establishing as 
many "free libraries" as Carnegie. 

He's far surpassed that goal. 

Bradford’s first Litde Free Library, 
at 37 Longview Drive, is officially 
number 9,300. 

Jamie Naessens, who opened 
Bradford’s LFL, isn’t a teacher or a 
librarian. She works for Infrastructure 


Ontario, on procurement for major 
projects - but she was taken with 
the idea of the Little Free Library, 
after watching a program about the 
initiative back in July of this year. 

“I thought - what a wonderful idea. It 
just seems so simple!" she says; a great 
way to encourage kids to read and 
enjoy books, and build community. 

Her first challenge was to find the 
library "infrastructure” - an enclosed 
box, to house the free 
books. “I’m not very handy," 
Naessens admits, and the 
cost of purchasing a box 
from the Litde Free Library 
organization and having it 
shipped from Wisconsin 
was prohibitive. 

That’s when she connected 
with Tom Huehn of 400 
Auto Wreckers. He had 
“2 Free Libraries, looking 
for a place to go,” built by 
Larry Shier, of Larry Shier 
Home Improvements. With help, the 
Bradford Litde Free Library was bom. 

It’s only been up for about a month, 
still being discovered. “I’m sure this 
will kind of evolve,” Naessens says, 
noting that there are “no rules.” Books 
can be borrowed, returned or kept, 
replaced or traded - but she’d like to 
see “stewards” step up to keep an eye 
on the Litde Free Library, and keep it 
tidy.

Emerald Ash Borer 
confirmed in Bradford 

The Emerald Ash Borer (EAB)is 
decimating urban forests, killing hundreds 
of thousands, if not millions of ash trees 
across Ontario. It is estimated that the cost 
of treatment, removal of dead trees and 
planting of replacements will cost Ontario 
municipalities $2.2 billion. 

On Aug. 6, Bradford Council passed 
a resolution calling on the Federal and 
Provincial governments to provide support 
for urban forestry, to deal with the threat. 
Later in the same meeting, Councillor Del 
Crake asked for a staff report on preserving 
Bradford’s ash trees. He noted that there 
are 40 ash trees near Cambridge Cr., “6 or 
8 of which have crown problems already.” 
The trees are 40 to 60 ft. tall. Crake said. 
“The character of this street will be entirely 
changed if these trees all die." 

On Nov. 5, Council received the report, 
which confirmed the presence of Borer 
larvae in 7 trees tested this August - the 
first time EAB has been officially detected 
in Simcoe County. 

An inventory of the 2,577 trees on Town 
property identified 200 ash trees. With 
$50,000 set aside in the Operating Budget 
for urban forestry in 2014, the report 
proposes spending the funds to treat or 
replace the trees. One hundred and eight 
of the trees are over 20 cm in diameter - 
17 of which have already been treated, in 
Lions Park. Another 91 will be treated in 
2014, at a cost of $25,000; 47 “mid-sized” 
trees will be treated or replaced at a cost 
of $8,500 - and 67 smaller trees will be

Sapper Brian Collier, who was killed 
by an improvised explosive device in 
Panjwai district, in July 2010. 

Kelly worked closely with the Collier 
family, to determine the wording on 
the small plaque that accompanies 
the board - a plaque that includes the 
word "Chimo,” a greeting used by the 
Canadian Sappers - and was at the 
Bradford Legion when the Colliers 
unveiled the memorial. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury Mayor 
Doug White thanked Kelly, "for the 


caring way that you are dedicating 
your time to our fallen veterans” - and 
the Legion, “for continuing to ensure 
that we never forget the courage and 
conviction of these young people who 
answered the call.” 

And he thanked the Colliers, for 
coming out despite their grief at the 
loss of a son and brother, assuring the 
family, “We will never forget about 
him. We are all incredibly proud of 
him. Rest assured that people in our 
Town and far beyond our Town care 
deeply for Sapper Brian Collier.” 


With Remembrance Day only days 
away. Legion District E Commander 
Mike Giovanetti said, "We need to 
remember those who have fallen, 
those who are out in Afghanistan 
to keep the peace,” and still serving 
overseas.

Cookstown remembers

killed while serving their country during World Wars I and 
II.

It’s not often that personal health 
challenges lead to the creation of 
a new business, and a successful 
franchise.

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Walking to school offers long-term health benefits

Research shows that fewer children 
make their own way to school each 
morning than in the 1950s and ‘60s. 
Childhood inactivity is becoming 
a widespread issue. In Bradford, a 
growing number of parents are driving 
their kids to school every day, even 
when they live no further than a few 
blocks away - robbing their children 
of the physical and mental benefits of 
daily physical activity. 

‘Active transportation’ 
is one of the easiest ways 
for school-aged children 
to get a regular amount 
of daily physical activity. 

Committing 20 minutes 
per day to walking or biking to school 
does not seem like a challenge, yet 
families tend to use the automobile 
as a quick alternative. Medical studies 
suggest that daily physical activity 
improves a child’s concentration, 
memory, problem-solving skills and 
overall self-confidence. Results also 
show that active children have strong 
leadership skills, and tend to achieve 
higher grades in school. 

So how active is Ontario’s youth? 

The Ontario Ministry of Education 
elementary curriculum mandates that 
all teachers take part in 20 minutes 
of D.PA (daily physical activity) with 
their students, but it defeats the 
purpose if the majority of students are 
sedentary after school. Statistics show 
that despite in-school D.RA, many 
children are still failing to meet the 
province’s physical activity guidelines. 

A 2009 CCHS survey revealed that 
88% of youth ages 5-19 did not meet 
Canada’s guidelines of 150 minutes 
(20 minutes per day) of physical 
activity per week - while the survey 
also reported that the average child 
spends 6.5 hours in front of a screen 
per day. This is the equivalent of 
2,730 minutes of screen-time daily - a 
staggering 19,110 minutes per week. 

If the average child spends almost 
20,000 minutes per week being 
sedentary, then dedicating 150 
minutes to physical activity should not 
be a daunting task. Results show that 
you don’t need to run a marathon to 
enjoy the benefits of physical activity. 

That brings us back to the argument: 
If every child walked to and from 


school each day, they would meet or 
surpass the recommended amount of 
daily activity. No need to join sports 
teams, or dish out $30/ month for a 
gym membership - it's that simple. 

Some parents will say that their 
‘hectic morning commute’ is the main 
reason they resort to driving their kids 
to school. One solution: Getting up 
20 minutes earlier would give parents 
time to walk their kids to school. 

Another solution: 
arrange for students 
to walk together, 
with older kids 
watching out for the 
young ones. 

A recent Ontario 
study indicated that 42% of children 
are driven to school each day. The 
same study showed that kids often 
want to walk or bike to school, but it’s 
their parents who opt to drive instead. 

A good early influence from a parent 
is vital to a child’s health and well¬ 
being. For results to improve, adults 
must also value physical activity as a 
priority in their lives. Yet according to 
the Canadian Health Measures Survey 
(CMHS) only 15% of Canadian adults 
are reaching the recommended 150 
minutes of vigorous activity per week. 

Traffic is also affected. The parking 
lot at Bradford's Mother Teresa 
Elementary School is over-crowded 
every morning - as a result of the 
number of parents who drive their 
children to school. Even though M.T 
is a ‘walking school' for students, 
parents who live on Northgate, only a 
5 minute walk away, often drive their 
children to class. The school’s parking 
lot is jam-packed every day - and 
the on-street congestion makes the 
intersection of Fletcher and Northgate 
dangerous for drivers and pedestrians. 
It’s even worse after school. Parents at 
times have parked in the ‘no parking 
zones’ when waiting for their children. 

“We once had a problem when 
parents were blocking a fire route and 
fire trucks had to enter the school 
for a student program," said office 
administrator Mrs. Simurda. “If it had 
been an emergency situation, the fire¬ 
fighters admitted that they would have 
barrelled right through the clump of 

Marie of the Incarnation School has 


a similar issue. But unlike Mother 
Teresa, only staff members have 
access to the parking lot; the only 
parking option for parents is on the 
street in front of the school. 

Some schools have responded to the 
problem by assigning traffic “guards” 
in school parking lots, quickly moving 
cars in and out of the lot to eliminate 
congestion or blocking traffic. 

Or parents can convince their 
children to walk to school, or walk with 
them if they aren’t comfortable with 
allowing them to walk on their own. 

St. Charles Elementary is one of the 
only Bradford schools that has a valid 
excuse for the lack of walkers: There 
are no side-walks on either side of the 
road in front of the school. Even so, 
Principal Mr. Almeida says that more 
children are biking to school when the 
weather is good - a glimmer of hope. 
The statistics show that more is 
needed. If the percentage of children 
classified as ‘active’ continues to 
decrease over the next 20 years, 
society faces an uncertain future. 

Currently, almost one third of 
Canadian children and youth are 
overweight or obese. Children who 
are inactive have a far greater risk 
of contracting diabetes and heart 
disease, than those who are regularly 
active. In fact, heart disease was 
responsible for 7,000 (34%) of Simcoe 
Muskoka deaths from 2000-2005. 
Overall, physical inactivity contributes 
to an estimated 21,000 premature 
deaths annually, in Canada. 

Walking to school every day could be 
the start of a whole lifestyle change, 
and a healthier future.

Geddes said, Council would 
be “walking your talk" on 
revitalization. 

Architect Drummond 
Hassan, of IBI Group, 
presented a concept for the 
2 acre property that included 
an L-shaped “beacon” of 
glass and light, embracing 
an open public square, 
with a water feature, grassy 
meadow, and areas of 
seating. 



The 3-storey, 60,000 sq. 
ft. administration centre 
would house a large Council 
chamber, meeting rooms, 
and every Town department 
- and feature a dramatic 
clock tower at the north 
side of the building, facing 
Holland. Parking would 
include 40 above-ground 
and 200 underground 


Phase 2 of development 
would see construction 
of a 5 to 8 storey “Seniors 
Housing” building or condo, 
containing at least 70 units, 
on what is now Rotary Park. 

The cost of the Admin 
Centre? $32 million, or $500 
per sq. ft. “This is a concept 
site plan,” said Geddes. “We 
feel very strongly that we 
need to respond to what you 
want in your building.” 

“It’s very exciting to see 
what could go there,” said 
Mayor Doug White at the 
end of the presentation. He 
noted that the downtown 
is in need of additional 
residential development, 
and redevelopment. 


“Provided the Town shows 
leadership and the Town is 
first... there’s huge possibility 
here. This is just a starting 

Joseph Bogdan, of Bogdan 
Newman Caranchi, then 
presented a revised proposal 
for the campus lands, 
located west of Professor 
Day Drive. He suggested that 
although both the Leisure 
Centre and Library exceeded 
their initially planned square 
footage, the original plans 
were “still workable” - and 
a 2 or 3-storey, 55,000 sq. ft. 
administration centre could 
be built immediately west 
of the Library, connected 
by a breezeway, although 
there might be a need 
for additional parking. 
Bogdan proposed 110-120 
spaces,beneath the centre. 

He presented construction 
costs of $15.5 million, plus 
another $7.6 million for 
underground parking, $1.5 
million for a civic square, 

$2.3 million inflation and 
contingencies, $4.85 million 
for “soft costs” including 
design, and nearly $2 million 
for fixtures and furnishings 
- for a total of $33.7 million, 
“at the quality of this 
(Library) building.” 

Councillor Gary Lamb 
confessed to some "sticker 
shock” especially since the 
Library was built “for about 
half the cost.”

As of December 1,2013, the responsibility for water and wastewater billing services will be transferred to the Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury. PowerStream and the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury have been working closely over the past year to ensure the smooth 
transition of this service. The Town will be distributing further information on their website, through newspaper ads and by letters as to their new 
billing process. 

We encourage you to review the following information as it relates to your PowerStream account: 

PowerStream Bills After the Transition 

Accounts with electric service charges will continue to be billed for electric services by PowerStream after the transition. For those customers 
currently receiving only water/wastewater bills from PowerStream, you will no longer receive a bill from PowerStream after the transition date. 

Equal Payment Plan (EPP) 

For those Bradford West Gwillimbury customers currently on the PowerStream Equal Payment Plan (EPP), your EPP balance will be reconciled as 
per normal practice in late October or early November. A new EPP amount for electric charges alone will be calculated and communicated to 
you as per PowerStream's normal EPP reconciliation process. 

Pre-Authorized Payment Plan (PAP) 

If you are a customer on PowerStream's Pre-Authorized Payment Plan (PAP), your automatic payment amounts, for amounts billed by 
PowerStream will continue to be withdrawn on the specified due date. Please remember that after the transition, your automatic payment 
amounts for PowerStream bills will no longer include water and wastewater amounts. 

Bill Payments 

Bills issued by PowerStream must be paid directly to PowerStream. Bills issued by the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury for water and 
wastewater services must be paid directly to theTown of Bradford West Gwillimbury. Both PowerStream and the Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury cannot accept misdirected payments on behalf of each other. If payment is not made to the appropriate party, late penalties and 
additional charges may be incurred. 

Account Numbers and Online Banking 

Your PowerStream electricity account number will remain the same, however, your new Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury water and 
wastewater bill will have a new account number. It is very important to update your bank with the correct utility account number prior to making 
online bill payments.This will ensure that the correct payment goes to your PowerStream electricity account for PowerStream bills and your new 
Town account for the Town's bills. 

Final PowerStream Water Bills 

Due to changes theTown is making to their water metering equipment, the water consumption for the last PowerStream bill including water and 
wastewater may have been based on an estimate. The Town will be reconciling these estimates with actual reads on the Town's new bills after 
the transition.
